The de- 
parture of many small shop- 
keepers threatens the civilian 
food distribution system of 
the Zone Unemployed workers 
in towns like Port Said are 
becoming increasingly restive. 

Firding jobs for former 
Zone workers is also proving 
a serious problem for the 
Egyptian Government. The 
British Army's. former wages 
bill amounted to £500,000 a 
month Even at the lower 
rates of pay given by the Gov- 
ernment, meeting a comparable 
wages bill means a heavy 
Crain on the Government's 
finances. 

In Cairo there are signs 
that public order is getting 
frayed at the edges, although 
the recent mass demonstra- 
tions here and in Alexandria 
were orderly.

True Objectives 


The official designation of 
the treaty as a treaty of friend. 
ship, commerce and navigation 
following the traditiona! 
terminology of 19th century 
dipiomacy, is not fully ind:

The 
true objectives of the treaty 
are laid but in the preamble.

that we do not have a steady 
publication of books of Bib- 
lical research, but none of 
these have.a secular, sociolo- 
gical-historical approach. 

We can but hint at the 
comtent of the essavs before 
us. The bravest of them all is 
that on the attitude of Israel 
to the non-belligerent popula- 
tion and to conmcquered peoples 
during the Biblical period, a 
study which was prompted by 
the problems of our recent 
War of Liberation. As in all 
of his essays, Dr. Sisters man 
contention is that the deve 
lopment of the Jewish people 
from a group of primitive 
warring tribes to a class-diviad- 
ed monarchial society can 
clearly demonstrated in 
various ideological Strata in 
the Bible. Every word and 
phrase should be taken in its 
historical context and then 
we can avoid literal misun- 
derstendings of such proble- 
matic passages as in Samuel 
II. 8.13 or 12.30 foll. “The 
general ideology of the mo- 
narchial period was humanism. 
We, desiring to bridge the 
gap to our ancient culture, 
should base ourselves upon 
the progressive elements in 
our Biblical literature.” 

The hundreds of students 
of Dr. Sister's Bible classes 
at the Kibbutz Teachers’ 
Seminary and our critical 
reading public will undoubt- 
edly receive this work warmly 
and express with us the hope 
that it will arouse other 
students arid scholars to pave 
additional roads in the great 
field of Biblical research.

Religious Liberalism 


Morgan vindicates the speci- 
fic individuality of man which 
should be cherished and en- 
couraged. He stresses various 
aspects of a positive concep- 
tion of liberty, emphasizing the 
inner development of human 
mind and spirit. as against 
prevailing methods of seeking 
outward successes and solu- 
tions: “Here is a garden which, 
though bricked in among city 
walls, is green and silent.” 


Morgan ascribes to artists, 
espetially poets, the mission to 
serve as men of vision the en- 
richment of the human sprit, 
the enlargement of the scope 
of positive liberty. 

In his crusade for the in- 
dependence of the mind, Moer- 
gan becomes an ardent fighter 
against collective materiaiism. 
But, if he is right in condemn- 
ing the anti-individualistic 
mass-rule and in opposing the 
materialistic premises which 
leave no room for liberty of 
the spirit, he seems to under- 
rate the demand for ona 
justice and economic liberty, 
for freedom from want, which 
is the real driving force be- 
hind collective materialism, 
and which should not and 
need not be separated from 
other liberties. Morgan fiercely 
attacks the logical ‘and, in 
fact, artificial) premises of ma- 
terialism, but seems to disre- 
gard ihe ethical elements im- 
plicit in this social movement. 

Morgan's individualism and 
liberalism are marked Oy an 
attempt to construct it on «a 
religious foundation, an K- 
tempt icading him into meta 
physical speculations bordering 
on mysticism. Yet, liberalism 
and individualism are ch°rish- 
ed by many an agnostic, and 
both Morgan and the rations!- 
ists have much more in com- 
mon than it would appear. 
However, the rationalists can 
only profit by casting a glance 
at problems from the angle of 
a liberal irrationalist§ Ike 
Morgan.
